Washington, Dee, 3.—All the oppres-
slve measures which characterized the
German Invasion of Belgium and many
of the acta of barbarlsm which
volted the civilized world, semioflicial
dispatches from Rome say, are now
belng practiced by the Austro-German
invadera of Italy.

Near Zenson, the dispatches say, the Petrograd that
invaders placed Itallan women and | .o officers had arrived

children before thelir troops as they
fdvanced and the Itallan soldiers
were compelled to sacrifice thelr luno-
cent countrymen.

Austro-German prisoners tell of Ital-
fan noncombatants massacred by the
invading troops and loot from Itallan |
homes and shops has been found on
the bodles of dead troops. Soldiers
on the Plave declare they hear the
screams of women and children from
the opposite slde of the river,

The Invading armles have taken
away cattle and other property and
barn household furniture for thelr
bivouac. fires at night, Bosnlan troops,

100 ITALIANS ARE HELD

ANARCHIST SUSPECTS TAKEN IN
NORTHWESTERN CITIES,

Chlmd With Plotting to Ald Germany
by Fomenting Revolt In
Italy.

Seattle, Wash,, Nov. 20.—More than
100 Itallnns, most of them miners and
shipyard employees, sald to belong to
the Circolo Studl Soclall, an alleged
anarchistie soclety, were arrested In
Senttle, Portland, Spokane, Tacoma
and other Northwestern citles by fed-

val agents In raids which ended Tues-

!day night, according to an announce-
!ment by H. W. White, federal immi-
gration commissioner, who had charge
of the roundup.

According to federal agents, the
Itallans plotted to help Germany win
the war by fomenting a rebelllon In
Italy to overthrow King Victor Em-
manuel.

Federal officers in disgulse, it was
announced, attended one of the so-
clety's recent meetings, at which calls
were Issued for volunteers to bring
about disturbances in this country,

Officlals planned to assemble all the
prisoners In one camp, where they

probably will be interned for the dura-
tion of the war.

Pamphlets entitled “Throw Down
Your Arms” were among the papers
and documents federnl agents sald
they selzed at the soclety's headquar-
ters here,

The propaganda, It was sald, urged
Itallans everywhere to rise agalnst
governments and reslst all militury
uor\ice.

FEDERAL AGENTS, POSTAL OFFI.
CIALS AND POLICE TO HUNT
DESERTERS.

$50 REWARD FOR PRISONERS

Registrants Whe Fall to Return Ques-
tionnaire, or to Appear for Exam-
ination, or to Perform Any
Act Will Be Punished.

Washington, Dee, 1. — Federal

agents, the entire postal machinery of
the natlon and pollce of all cltles ure
dreafted Into the pursult of the men
who attempt to evade the conseription
Inw In regulntions made publle on |
Thursday by Provost Marshal General |
Crowder and approved by the presl- |
dent.

The regulntions nlso set the pennl-
ties which shall be imposed upon the
men who attempt to escape military
duty or who by thelr own Indifference
foll to comply with the letter of the
Inw,

“Under the plan of the war depart- |
ment every pollce official, high or low, |
throughout the Iland, will become na
purt of the army-bullding machine,”
declared General Crowder, “This great
agency will be put In operntion from
0,000 separate points by the local
bonrds,

“The postal authoritles under diree-
tion of the president and postinnster
general also will work hand in hand
with the loeal boards In every direc-
tion and every possible clue will be
run out to trace registrnhts who have
disnppeared from their home districts
In order thant they may have no pos-
sible excuse for their fallure to return
thelr questionnalre within the seven-
day period prescribed by law."

“ 1t also was stnted thut the posial au-
thoritles through their nbility to trall
persons through the addresses on let-
ters will turn thelr whole machinery
toward the apprehension of men who
fall to report for service when or-
dered.

The agents of the department of jus
tice throughout the country also will
carry on thls work, in addition to tnk-
Ing n large part In the prosecutions.

In a new regulation promulgated on
the method of deallng with draft
evaders, Provost Marshal General
Crowder asserts:

“Those who fall to return the ques-
tlonnalre, or to appear for physical ex-
amination, or to report change of
status, or to report for any duty, or
to perform any act at the time and
place required by the regulations or by
directions by local or district boards In
pursuance thereof, are gullty of a mis-
demeanor under the selective service
law. Under authority granted by that
law, It is hereby made the duty of all
police officials of the United States, or
of any state, or any county, munlci-
pality, or other subdivision thereof, to
locate and take Into custody such per-
gons and to bring them forthwith be-
fore local boards to determine whether
thelr cases shall be reported to the
federal department of Jjustice for
prosecution, and to serve the summons
to witnesses Issued by local or dis-
trict boards,

“Persons who, after Induction Into
milltary service, with lntent to evade
such service, willfully fall to report to
local boards for milltary duty, or fall
to entraln for a mobllization camp, or
who absent themselves from entraln-
ment or from thelr parties of selected
men en route to a moblllzation camp,
are deserters and are subject to miil-
tary law. It Is hereby made the duty
of all such police officlals to apprehend
and arrest such deserters and proceed
aguinst them,

“A reward of $50 Is payable for the
apprehension and delivery to a mill-
tary camp, post or station of a deserter
from the Natlonal army when the per-
son mnking such delivery presents the
certificate of a local board.”

KAISER WOULD MAKE PEACE

Chancellor Tells Reichstag He Is Eager
to Discuss Truce With Russia—
Slavs Quit Fighting.

Berlin, Dec, 1L—Count George F.
voui Hertling, the new lmperlal Ger-
man chancellor, told the reichstag that
he was ready to enter Into peace nego-
tiations as soon as the Russian gov-
ernment would send representatives
having full powers to Berlin,

“I hope and wish,” he sald, “that
these efforts will soon take definite
shape and bring us peace,”

Petrograd, Dec. 1.—The bolsheviki
government recelved formal notifica-
tion from Ensign Krylenko, its com-
mander In chief, thut a complete ces-
satlon of all hostllities on all fronts
was In sight, through ncquiescence of
all German front communders to the
negotintion of an armistice,

Preliminary unofficinl reports had
indleated that agreement for a meet-
Ing to discuss an armistice had been
obtalned on the fifth army front,

TEUTONS HURLED BACK

ITALIANS MOW DOWN FOES IN
GREAT BATTLE.

Big Allied Armies Arrive on Latin
Front After Long March—Eager
to Fight.

Rome, Nov. 28,—Utter fallure of vio-
lent enemy attacks In the mountalns
between the Brenta and Plave rivers
was announced on Monday In the offi-
clal statement.

At Tasson the Monte Rosa battallon
of Italian Alpines annihilated strong
enemy forces massed In attack.

“Enemy masses, supported by heavy
artillery, agaln attempted to at-
tack our positions between the Bren-
ta and Plave rivers,” the statement
says.

“On our left wing the enemy's ef-
forts were directed agninst the Monte
Pertlea aren. They were crushed
promptly and a deadly and well-exe-
cuted counter-attack on our part was
made In answer to every fresh attempt
by the enemy,

“At Tasson, the Monte Rosa bat-
tallon of Alpinl annihllated its assall-
ants,

“At our center, where the enemy's
pressure was strongest, the Fifty-sixth
division lived up io Its u-mlnbh- reputa-
tion,

“Enemy columns, which with stub-
born fury, attacked from the north-
west and north In the direction of
Monte Casonet, Col Del L'Orso,
Monte San Larolo and Monte Spinonia,
were mowed down by our fire, repeat-
edly met by furlous counter-attacks
and definitely repulsed, leaving more
than 200 prisoners In our hands,

“On our right the enemy attack
started from the eastern slopes of
Monte Monfenern., The assaulting
waves were first checked by our artil-
lery and afterward counter-attacked
several times and repulsed by our gal-
lant. Alpinl. A few score of prisoners
were taken”

Itallan Army Headquarters In
Northern Italy, Nov, 28.—Solid ranks
of Franco-British Infantry, with artil-
lery and supply trains, were seen by
the correspondent within sound of the
battle on the Itallan northern lnes.
They had been on an elght-day
march,

WOMEN WIN “STRIKE;” FREED

Militants Exultant When Twenty-Two
Are Released at Washington Be-
fore Terms End.

Washington, Nov. 20.—Twenty-two
woman's party militants who have
been on hunger strike In the District
of Columbin Jall here were suddenly
relensed on Tuesday, long before the
expiration of thelr terms for picketing
at the White House. Among them
were Alice Paul, chalrman of the
parfy, and Lucy Burns, vice chalrman,
Woman's party headquarters exultant-
ly announced that the jall ofiicials *had
gotten enough" of the first Ameriean
hunge: strike. Ina procession of taxi-
cabs the herolne militants, some of
them showing the rigors of enforced
feeding and willful starvation, were
taken in a triumphant procession to
headquarters.

British Casualties Go Up.
London, Dee¢, 8.—November's casu
altles among the British army forces
were greater by far than those of any
recent months. Britain lost 120,679
officers and men In killed, wounded
and missing.

LOOSE AT OMAHA.

BRUTAL CCRMAN OUTRAGES

Thinks Kaiser 8hould Be Made to Pay
Extreme Penalty—National
Guardsmen on Soil

Wichita, Kan. — A huge Uniled
St s army balloon of the new French

type, Inflated with 35,000 cuble feet of
gas, broke away in a high wind Sun-
day at Fort Omaha, Neb,, and tralling
six thousand feet of steel cable, was
carried rapldly south through Kansas.
The cable played havoe with the tele-
phone and telegraph wires, tearing
down long stretches and breaking off
poles. The balloon is sald to have
carried five tons of steel ballast. It
passed over Newton, Kan,, and tore
down elght blocks of wire in the ofty
and broke off many poles. Consider
able damage nlso was said to have
been done to homes and office bulld-
ings by the heavy cable. The bag, ac-
cording to reports recelved here, was
belng prepared for an ascension when
it broke away. There were no oceu
pants in the basket when the balloon
broke away, according to the reports.

phens, “who prepared for this war,
who started this war, and there i8 no
question who is perpetrating the most
shocking, brutal outrages the world
has known. Prussian militarism 1Is
making the world blead. The misguid-
ed German people are suffering as bad-
ly as anybody. I would like to see the
kalser, Hindenburg and Buelow shot.
Hanging would be too good for them.

“Our troops and our undertaking in
France are magnificent, but it is a
hard task. The French have nothing
to spare,
forests to make our camps In France
The allies will win. There is no doubt
about it. But it will not be in a month,
Or & year or two years.”

National Guard ls Merged.

Washington. — The Nebraska nDa-
tional guard, under the war depart-
ment's plan of militia reorganization,
has been absorbed in the Thirty-
fourth division. Under this name,
which gives no hint of the identity
of the states furnishing the com-
ponent units, national guards from Ne-
braska, lowa, North Dakota and
Minnesota are merged.

Fort S8nelling. — Commissions won
by students at the second officers’
training camp at Fort 8nelling in the
past three months of intensive mill-
tary study have been announced.

N. N. G. Enlisted Men Promoted
